Anti-War Mass 
Meeting Friday 


Arlington Audience 
To Hear Exposure of 
War Propaganda 


His belief that the United States 
is being subjected to a campaign to 
drag it into the present w ar will 
be explained by John H. Maselter, 
recognized authority on propagan­ 
da, at a meeting to be held at 8:00 
o’clock Friday night in the new rec­ 
reation park at Arlington Heights. 
The meeting is sponsored by the 
Arlington Heights chapter of the 
America First committee. There is 
no admission charge and the pub­ 
lic is invited. 


Mr. Maselter, in discussing the 
propaganda of war, will speak on 
the subject: “Is the United States 
Being High-Pressured Into a W ar 
It Doesn’t W ant?” Well-known as 
a student of wrorld 
history, the 
speaker has promised to explain the 
“why and wherefore of the current 
campaign for war.” 


Residents of 
Barrington, Lake

Leaders of the Arlington Heights 
group are in favor of aid to B rit­ 
ain, they asserted this week—but 
are set against any efforts to in­ 
volve the United States in the con­ 
flict. 
The overwhelming m ajority of 
Americans — 80 to 90 per cent — 
are strongly opposed to going to 
war in Europe or Asia. The Amer­ 
ica F irst Committee was organized 
and has grown to give expression 
to this sentiment. 
1. Our first duty is to keep Amer­ 
ica out of foreign w*ars. Our entry 
would only destroy democracy, not 
save it. “The path to war is a false 
path to freedom.” 
2. Not by acts of w ar abroad but 
by preserving and extending de­ 
mocracy at home can we aid de­ 
mocracy and 
freedom 
in 
other 
lands. 
3. In 1917 we sent our American 
ships into the w ar zone and this led 
us to war. In 1941 w*e must keep 
our naval convoys and merchant 
vessels on this side of the Atlantic. 
4. We m ust build a defense, for 
our own shore, so strong that no 
foreign power or 
combination of 
powers can invade our country, by 
sea, air or land. 
5. Humanitarian aid is the duty 
of a strong, free country at peace. 
With proper safeguard for the dis­ 
tribution of supplies, w*e should 
feed and clothe the suffering and 
needy people of England, the other 
democracies, and the occupied coun­ 
tries. 


Class of 1891 to Hold Reunion 
On Fiftieth Anniversary 


Fifty years ago, June 18, 1891, 
a class of thirteen graduated from 
the

public 
school. That class will hold a re­ 
union June 18, 1941, in the cafeteria 
of the new* building 
of the same 
school. Only three members of the 
the class have died. The others are 
expected to attend 
the reunion.

Members of the class who have 
died are George Bugbee, 
H. A. 
Draves and L. A. Holmquist. 
Invitations to attend the class 
reunion were recently 
issued by 
Geo. K. Volz, who has in his pos­ 
session the original invitation and 
commencement program and pic­ 
tures of several members of his 
class. These and other mementos 
of their school days of half a cen­ 
tury ago will be exhibited at the 
reunion, as each class member has 
been asked to bring writh him old 
photographs or documents remin­ 
iscent of early days in Arlington 
Heights. 
The 1891 invitation and program 
was printed on one side of an orna­ 
mental deckle edged card, but it is 
very complete. In the center is a 
cut of the American eagle bearing 
in his bill a banner reading, “E 
Pluribus Unum.” 
The graduates 
may have known little about Latin, 
but they were completing their ed­ 
ucation and it was fitting that Latin 
phrases appear repeatedly in the 
program. 
Each graduate delivered an or­ 
ation, thesis, or an essay. The only 
difference between them was in the 
title, but there were many weighty 
national questions that were settled 
on the commencement platform s in 
those days. 
Geo. 
K. 
Volz 
delivered 
“an 
Alarum,” 
‘Railroad 
Monopolies 
Rule This Land.’ Theodore Militzer 
read a thesis, entitled, “Industry, 
Frugality and Perseverance, the 
Tripod of Fortune.” Chas. McEl­ 


hose delivered an oration, on the 
im portant subject “Foreign Immi­ 
gration.” 
Tariff questions 
could not be 
passed by and two members of the 
class, Win. C. Muller and H. A. 
Draves debated the question, “Re­ 
solved that the present high tariff 
is injurious to our industries.” G. 
M. Bugbee, who later became edi­ 
tor of the Cook County Herald, de­ 
livered an “exegisis ‘the Heaven 
of each is but what each desires’.” 
“Laugh 
and the world laughs 
with you; weep and you weep 
alone,” was the subject of a theme 
given by L. A. Holmquist. 
Minnie McNab gave a disserta­ 
tion, “The earth hath bubbles as 
the w ater hath and these are of 
them whither have they vanished.” 
The “programme” was complete­ 
ly literary and the graduates were 
aided by songs, poems, violin and 
piano solos by Miss E. Gamble, 
Grace Warwick, Gertie Peter, Mam­ 
mie 
Miner, Miss 
Martin, Ethel 
Gamble, and Lizzie Jayne. 
The members of the board of ed­ 
ucation were the late Meyer Blum, 
John E. Wood, David 
Peter, H. 
Boeger, Chas. Sigwalt, Dr. J. E. 
Best, all men, very im portant to 
the community in those days. The 
teachers were J. M. Hess, principal, 
Emma Dunton, Laura Dunton, A. 
Scoville, and A. Martin. 
Prof. Hess, the 
principal dis­ 
played all the dignity that was ex­ 
pected in those days of the man 
who directed the education of the 
young. He always wore a stovepipe 
hat (often a target for snowballs) 
and a frock coat. He demanded and 
received respect. 
If 
punishment 
was necessary, the victim was sent 
out into the school yard to cut the 
switch with which he would be 
whipped. 
The reporter had the privilege 
of glancing at some of the school 
papers that won for Geo. Volz his 
diploma. 
Their titles were “The 
Effect of Alcohol,” “Battle of Bun­ 
ker Hill,” “The Circulating Sys­ 
tem,” “The Viscera and the Ver­ 
te b ra .” 
As Geo. Volz says, “we had to 
learn as much in eight years of 
grade school as the present student 
learns in 12 years of grade and 
high school: is it any wonder that 
we took our education seriously?”

They 
call for the establishment of an 
island at the south side of the high­ 
way at intersection of State rd. The 
road makes a jog at this point. The 
island is for the purpose of sup­ 
porting a stop light for northbound 
traffic on State rd. 
Its presence 
would prevent a left hand turn off 
the highw ay to State rd. as is the 
rule at River rd., Des Plaines. The 
village fathers hope to secure the 
consent of the state to eliminate 
the island and also the light that 
plans specify should be established 
south of the track on State rd. A 
saving of $500 would result. 
Accept Audit 
The annual audit 
of corporate

has been accepted by the board. The 
audit finds “everything in order”

I-aurin recommended the purchase 
of mechanical office equipment for

Cities and villages seeking to 
protect their environs from shack 
town development will have to be 
just as m ilitant in the future as in 
the past. The walls erected against 
such developments by the county 
zoning code have been partially 
crumbled by the 
county board, 
which in a committee of the whole 
Monday morning voted not to ac­ 
cept the recommendation of the 
county board of appeals opposing 
any change he made in the exist­ 
ing code. 
Certain subdividers interested in 
close-in property to Chicago sought 
to have minimum lot areas reduced 
to 40 ft. width on the plea that w*ith 
sewers available, the larger area 
required in the code would not be 
necessary from a sanitary stand­ 
point. A change in the code would 
effect the entire county and would 
permit the plating of subdivisions 
with smaller lots anywhere in the 
county th at is more than 1% miles 
from an incorporated village or 
city. 
C o u n t y 
Commissioner 
Wm. 
Busse 
voted 
in 
the 
committee 
against the change. 
The m atter 
was referred to the Public Service 
committee Monday afternoon with 
rumors that a compromise would 
be worked out. 
Commissioner 
Busse 
informed 
the Herald Monday th at in his opin­ 
ion, the rural sections were unduly 
alarmed over the 
possibility 
of 
rural developments with small lot 
areas. 
A 
representative 
of 
Paddock 
Publications has read of the testi­ 
mony given at the public hearings 
held by the county zoning commis­ 
sion. 
While strenuous objections 
to any change were voiced in the 
northwest area, there are other 
towns that appear to have favored 
the change. 
The zoning code required areas 
of 10,000 square feet. The change 
sought to reduce the requirement 
to 4500 square feet. The compro­ 
mise is reported to be 7,000 square 
feet. 
The future development of the 
rural areas depends on the attitude 
of the FHA which up to the present 
time does not approve construction 
on small lot areas away from Chi­ 
cago proper.

For NAV Cook Co* Towns 
Lake Shore and North 
Suburbs May Become 
District No. 13 


The northwest 
towns of Cook 
county, comprising 
the largest 
populated congressional district in 
the United States, may become a 
part of a newly formed district 
No’. 13, if the present bill before 
the state 
legislature becomes a 
law. 
Speaker Schnackenberg and 
Governor Green have thrown their 
weight behind 
the measure that 
has a good chance of being passed 
by the lower house bat may be 
defeated in the senate. 
The bill would grant Cook coun­ 
ty the 13 congressional seats to 
which it is entitled, 
iristead of 
perm itting it to continue under the 
limited representation of nine dis­ 
tricts and part of another which 
were allotted to it 40 years ago. 
Downstate Illinois 
now has 15 
seats and a 
fraction of another, 
and under this bill would be cut 
down to 13 seats. 
For many years the northwest 
Cook county towns with a relative 
small voting strength, have had lit­ 
tle vote in what congress does as 
the Chicago part of the district 
nominated and 
elected the con­ 
gressman who is supposed to rep­ 
resent the entire seventh district. 
lf the reapportionment of the state 
is made only a small part of Chi­ 
cago’, north of Peterson ave., east 
of Cicero and north of Devon ave., 
in Norwood Park will be included 
in the new district thirteen which 
will extend from the lake to B ar­ 
rington.

‘Eaiergeacy’Calls 


The Northwest Amateur club, 
whose membership consists of ra ­ 
dio 
am ateurs 
from 
Arlington 
Heights, Mt. Prospect, Park Ridge, 
Des Plaines and Skokie, were ac­ 
tive over the wTeek-end as par­ 
ticipants in the annual national 
emergency field day conducted by 
the American Radio Relay League. 
This is the seventh field day bf this 
kind in which this club has been 
active. 
An odd feature of field day is 
that on every one there -has been 
rain. 
This event, which before the w ar 
included the entire continent, was 
limited to am ateur operators of the 
United States and its possessions. 
The emergency field day stresses 
the use of portable low power ra­ 
dio equipment which can be readily 
moved to meet emergency condi­ 
tions and can be set up and operat­ 
ing in the minimum of time. 
It 
must be operated entirely 
from 
portable power supply. 
The equipment of the Northwest 
Amateur Radio club was set up at 
the Evanston Boy Scout camp in 
Deer Grove. The use of the camp 
was obtained through the courtesy 
of the Evanston Boy Scout com­ 
mission. 
Radio transm itters operating on 
160 meters phone and on 40, 80 and 
20 meters were in operation con­ 
stantly from 4 p. rn. Saturday, June 
7 until 6 p. rn. Sunday, June 8. 
This equipment was operated from 
a gasoline motor driven generator. 
Power output of all transm itters 
was limited to 30 watts, about the 
same amount of power as is sup­ 
plied to light the headlamps of 
your car. 
During the 26 hour period 515 
stations were contacted, an aver­ 
age of one every three minutes. 
These stations were in every large 
city in the country and in every 
state. One station in Hawaii was 
worked at 3:30 Sunday morning.

Starts Sunday 


Four Round Trips 
Daily Made by 
United Motors 


Effective on Sunday, June 15, the 
United Motor Coach Company will 
inaugurate its Elgin, Barrington, 
Des Plaines and Evanston bus 
route to augment the existing Des 
Plaines to Howard street service. 
Connected on the new route will 
be Elgin, Dundee, Barrington, Deer 
Grove, Inverness, Palatine, Arling­ 
ton Park, Arlington Heights, Mount 
Prospect, Cumberland, Des Plaines, 
Greenwood and Dempster, Wauke­ 
gan and Dempster, Morton Grove, 
Skokie 
(North 
Shore 
Station), 
Crawford and Dempster, Ridge and 
Dempster, and Fountain Square in 
Evanston. 
Four buses will make the Elgin 
to Evanston trip leaving Elgin at 
7:20 and 10:35 a. rn. and 2:10 and 
5:20 p. rn. Three buses will make 
the complete Evanston to Elgin 
trip leaving Evanston at 9 a. rn. 
and 12:10 and 3:45 p. rn. Evanston 
and Des Plaines and points inter­ 
vening will be connected by six 
round trips daily. 
Curtailed Sunday schedules pro­ 
vide three round trips between the 
extreme terminals and four be­ 
tween Evanston and Des Plaines. 
New parlor coaches will be used 
on the line, but due to the National 
Defense program, the new buses 
ordered will be delayed for about 
30 days, according to Mr. Leonard 
E. Manuel, general manager. 
Realization of the route is wel­ 
come news to hundreds of residents 
along the route who have to resort 
to circuitous means of transpor­ 
tation or to private automobiles in 
many instances. Des Plaines and 
Evanston formerly have been con­ 
nected by regular service which 
touches Evanston at the Howard 
street “L” station where a transfer 
was necessitated. 
The bus company last winter pet­ 
itioned the Illinois Commerce Com­ 
mission for permission to open the 
new route after numerous inter­ 
ested residents along the line had 
requested additional service. Nu­ 
merous hearings were required be­ 
fore the commission before permis­ 
sion was granted a couple of weeks 
ago. The company has sought to 
introduce the new service as quickly 
as possible and has now completed 
its schedules and operating pro­ 
gram.

Dear Eleanore: 
While swirls of dust curl under 
all the beds upstairs and the break­ 
fast dishes await my attention in 
the sink downstairs, I say, as that 
now famous young lady Scarlett 
O’Hare, “I won’t think about that 
now, I’ll take care of it all later”— 
and begin a letter to you.

requested: 
I yeast cake (large). 
I tabl. sugar. 
1 tbl. salt. 
2 tbl. butter or Spry. 
2 cups scalded milk. 
IHI cups of cooked and pitted 
prunes (I use 2 cups). 
7 cups flour (I use Vitamin Bl 
flour). 
Put yeast in % cup of warm wa­ 
ter and while it dissolves, take a 
large mixing bowl and measure the 
salt, sugar and butter into the bowl. 
Add the scalded milk and let cool 
before adding the yeast mixture. 
Then add slowly and mix thorough­ 
ly three cups of flour. 
Add the 
prunes, which should be cut into 
three or four pieces and continue 
to add flour until you have the ad­ 
ditional four cups. Knead in one 
piece and place in buttered bowl 
to raise until double its bulk. Then 
cut dough in three pieces and 
knead. Place in buttered tins and 
let raise again (over the pans). 
Bake in a moderate oven 350 de­ 
grees, for one hour. 
That’s all 
there is to it, darlin’ and the best 
of luck to ye!

Each state is conducting its ow'n 
registration. The Illinois registra­ 
tion is in charge of Dorothy Kellar, 
home economics department, Lan- 
phier high school, Springfield, and 
Miss Lillian Stevenson, Department 
of Home Economics, University of 
Chicago, Chicago. 
This registration is being made 
against the time when a definite 
call to action for national defense 
comes. In this wray the association 
will know when and where to reach 
home economists in every state as 
soon as it has been 
determined 
w'hat shall be their special role. 
Few official plans for the social 
welfare part of the total defense 
have been released, but that does 
not mean that the Council of Na­ 
tional Defense and its Advisory 
Commission are not aware of its 
importance. The even more urgent 
need for armed defense has rightly 
been given precedence. The execu­ 
tive committee of the AHEA has 
appointed as chairman of a Wash­ 
ington “lookout” committee Dr. 
Louise Stanley of the United States 
Bureau of Home Economics to keep 
in touch with national develop­ 
ments. 
Whatever may happen, one thing 
is evident: it is necessary to know 
where to find home economists for 
this kind of service. There is no 
doubt that they can do much for 
behind the lines” defense by their 
contributions to improvement of 
national health, morale, and family 
life. These home economists will 
be needed principally for wrork in 
their own local communities.

Grandstand patrons particularly 
will benefit by the 1941 improve­ 
ments at the plant. 
Permanent 
benches, providing ample sitting 
room for 4,500 persons have been 
installed on the upper six tiers 
of the wide terrace in front of 
the Arlington grandstand. These 
seats, the 
first to be provided 
on the lawn of any middlewestern 
track for grandstand patrons, still 
leave ample space in front for 
railbirds. 
Equally popular with the grand­ 
stand patrons should be the 24 
mutuel machines which have been 
installed on the fifth level prom­ 
enade.

Cashiers’ windows 
are provided in the same area, en­ 
abling customers in the upper sec­ 
tions of the grandstand to spend 
the entire afternoon in this com­ 
pact lofty area in full view of 
the track. 
In all, 45 new machines have 
been installed, making a total of 
400 windows in the huge Arlington 
plant. Of this number, 
203 are 
ticket sellers’ windows. A new ter­ 
minal frame controlling the 350 
miles of wire connecting the var 
ious mutuel points with the big 
tote board in the infield has been 
installed. 
Other improvements are calcul 
ated to benefit fans visiting Arl­ 
ington by automobile. 
The club 
house parking area has been in 
creased by space that will accom 
modate 1,800 additional cars. Rohl- 
wing road, which connects High 
way 53 and Northwest highway 
at the west end of Arlington’s 1,000 
acres, has been entirely resurfacec 
by county authorities, A new 
road leading into the private roac 
through 
Arlington stable area 
from this highway will admit cars 
from both directions without con­ 
gestion at the old entrance. 
A similar Y at the entrance to 
the clubhouse road along the back­ 
stretch at the intersection of Euc­ 
lid and Wilke roads will permit 
traffic to enter the park simul­ 
taneously from the north, east and 
south. 
Horsemen probably will be most 
interested in the additions and im­ 
provements to the stable facilities. 
Old Shed row. with its 50 stalls has 
been replaced by the new “RR“ 
barn, approximately a quarter of 
a mile long, with 84 stalls and 16 
tackrooms. This barn features a 
continuous walking path for the 
entire quarter of a mile 
where 
horses may be cooled out after 
they have competed in Arlington 
races. 
Two other new barns, known as 
Barns 5 and 6, provide 104 ad­ 
ditional stalls and 32 tackrooms. 
provide 
facilities 
for 36 more 
Additions to the paddock barns 
horses* All of the stalls at Arling­ 
ton are twelve feet square and Ari 
ington now has accommodations 
for 1,350 horses. Proper ventilation 
of all of the new stalls is one of 
their principal features.

tional campaign to secure $10,765,- 
000 to provide soldiers and sailors 
with off-duty recreational activities 
in more than 360 service clubs to 
be located adjacent to training cen­ 
ters throughout the nation and its 
overseas bases. 
The local goal will be to raise 
Mt. Prospect’s share in this nation­ 
a l demonstration of united appre­ 
ciation for those who have left their 
homes to serve their nation. 
The campaign is being conduct­ 
ed by the United Service Organi­ 
zations for National Defense, a 
co-ordinating agency composed of 
the Young Men’s Christian Asso­ 
ciations, National Catholic Com­ 
munity Service, Salvation Army, 
Young Women's Christian Asso­ 
ciation, 
Jewish 
Welfare 
Board, 
and National Travelers Aid Asso­ 
ciation. 
Combines Six Appeals in One 
“The plan of the United Service 
Organizations to unite these six 
great agencies 
into one 
service 
unit is the only logical and eco­ 
nomical method of providing for 
the off-duty recreational needs of 
our fighting men,” Wm. Busse, Jr., 
declared. 
“It will combine six appeals in 
one and enable all the organiza­ 
tions participating to offer a more 
satisfactory service to the men. 
“The problem we face,” Mr. 
Busse continued, “is simply this: 
“Nearly 1,500,000 young Ameri­ 
cans are now in uniform. Most of 
them are in huge training centers, 
built in haste to meet a national 
emergency. 
Soldiers

outnumber, by five or ten times, 
the populations of nearby towns 
and villages. 
“The U.S.O. will not forget the

Howev­ 
er, there is always enough strength 
ill the remaining root stalks te 
send up new sprouts which in th< 
course of a short time will produce 
blossoms and a few seeds. 
“In this territory it is almost 
necessary to mow weeds of the an­ 
nual varieties to effectively control 
these weeds. Therefore, highway* 
that are mowed, fence rows, pas­ 
tures and right-of-ways should be 
mowed early enough so there can 
be an effective killing and it will 
pay to watch for the second crop 
of weeds to come on for a second 
mowing. If this plan is followed a 
couple of years, on an average piece 
of ground, usually weed seed will 
become exhausted and 
a rathe* 
clean patch will result. 
“The one difficulty is that most 
weeds are cut after most of the 
blossoms have thoroughly matured 
and about the only thing that the 
mowing accomplishes is to get the 
stem s of the weeds down and pre­ 
sent a better appearance for the 
balance of the season, but there is 
no great destruction of weeds in a 
situation of this kind. 
“Some weeds, such as thistles, 
can be mowed and prevent the seed 
from form ing, but the underground 
root system is not destroyed and 
killing cannot be effected by mow­ 
ing unless the mowing is in excess 
of ordinary practice, and then there 
is always enough that 
cannot be 
cut off with a mowing machine to) 
effectively kill the plants. 
“It has been found that where 
thistles exist there are about two 
practical methods of disposing of 
them. 
In small patches chemical 
weed killers can be used. Calcium 
chlorate is about the most effect­ 
ive thistle poison th at has been 
found. If applied at the rate of 
about two pounds per square rod 
some tim e early in the season and 
then folowed later on in the fall of 
the year with two more pounds, an 
effective kill may be secured. Prac­ 
tically all vegetation will be killed 
in cases of this 
kind and the 
ground will be bare for the rest of 
the year.. 
Where thistles are in 
large patches the 
only effective 
method of killing is by clean culti­ 
vation. Stems th at are cut deep 
are more easily killed than where 
they are cut shallow. 
“ About the best way to handle a 
thistle patch is first to plow under 
the thistles. L ater on through the 
season with repeated discing! and 
surface blade cultivation each time 
the thistles get up 
two or three 
inches high will effect a kill in one 
season. It is ju st about as effective 
to make this cultivation ten or 
twelve days apart as it is four or 
five days apart. A growth of two 
or three inches above ground does 
not make a great deal of difference. 
“The ordinary Creeping Jenny, 
which is so common in fields, re­ 
quires two years of thorough cul­ 
tivation for destruction. 
We be­ 
lieve 
careful 
farm ers, 
highway 
maintenance men, and the owners 
of subdivisions, 
roads 
and such 
property that bear weeds who will 
follow^ these methods out will go 
a long ways towards riding the 
county of its weed menace. Even 
though thistles are mowed and not 
killed the ripening of the seed will 
be prevented and they are not scat­ 
tered to adjoining property and 
infest otherwise clean ground.”

New Bulletin on 
Pasture’s Effect 
On Beef is Issued 


Because of their lower finish, pas­ 
ture cattle dress m aterially lower 
than cattle fattened on grain and 
pasture or on grain and roughage 
in drylot. 


This is the conclusion of animal 
husbandry specialists at the Uni­ 
versity of Illinois College of A gri­ 
culture, after several years of study 
of experiments conducted at the Il­ 
linois Experiment Station and other 
state and federal experiment sta­ 
tions. Results of the study are pub­ 
lished in “Effect of 
Pasture an 
Grade of Bee!,’' Bulletin No. 475, 
w ritten by Sleeter Bull', chief of 
meats, R. Ii. Snapp, chief of beef 
cattie, and H. P. Rusk, chief of 
cattle husbandry. 
Because of a lower fat content 
and a higher water content, car­ 
casses of pasture cattle shrink more 
in the cooler than the carcasses of 
cattle full-fed in drylot or cattle 
full-fed on pasture. There is more 
or less yellow* in the fat of the car­ 
casses of pasture cattle because of 
the transfer of carotene source of 
the im portant Vitamin A, from 
pasture to body fat. At best the 
carcasses of such cattle usually 
grade no higher than medium be­ 
cause of yellow fat and lack of 
finish. Well-bred cattle fattened on 
only good pasture do not produce 
dark lean, but the meat has inferior 
qualities because of lack of finish. 
The authors of the publication 
explain that cattle full-fed grain on 
pasture dress as high as drylot cat­ 
tle of similar finish, their carcasses 
shrink no more than those of drylot 
cattle ol similar finish, and there is 
more or less yellow in the fat of 
such cattle, but the lean is not dark. 
Because of the yellow fat, the car­ 
casses of these cattle grade some­ 
what lower than carcasses of simil­ 
ar cattle with the same degree of 
finish fed in drylot. The meat from 
cattie full-fed grain on pasture is 
as palatable as that from drylot 
cattle of equal carcass grade. 
I he price penalty imposed upon 
cattle which have been 
full-fed 
grain on pasture is frequently not 
justified, according to the animal 
husbandry specialists. Yellow* fat 
is not so objectionable to consum­ 
ers as has been thought in the meat 
trade. 
The same conclusions 
apply' to 
the carcasses of cattle which have 
run on pasture 
with or without! 
grain and then finished in drylot as 
for cattle finished on grain and 
pasture, except that the carcasses 
of cattle finished in drylot grade a 
little higher because of less yellow* 
in the fat. They grade slightly un­ 
der drylot cattle because this yel­ 
low color is not removed but is 
only diluted by finishing in drylot. 
The- authors of the publication 
say the results of these experi­ 
ments indicate that the idea of all 
packers, most retailers, and many 
consumers that all beef which has 
a yellow tinge in its fat is inferior 
in palatability should be altered by 
an educational campaign 
by the 
livestock and meat industry", and 
less emphasis should be placed up­ 
on color of fat in beef grading. 
Copies of the publication can be 
obtained from local farm advisers 
or the University of Illinois Col­ 
lege of Agriculture.

Animal Husbandry 
In 1917 Congress authorized a 
program for the cooperative erad­ 
ication of tuberculosis in cattle and 
provided a fund of $150,000,000 to 
carry on this wrork. "When the pro­ 
gram began, it is said that five out 
of every one-hundred cattle tested 
showed a tubercular reaction. After 
twenty-three years of effort the es­ 
tim ate is that only one-half of one 
per cent of our cattle now reacts 
to the tubercular test. Since 1917 
nearly 230,000,000 cow*s were test­ 
ed and 3,375,00ft were found to re­ 
act. There are today 284,757 herds 
which are certified as disease free 
and 6,191,000 herds under supervi­ 
sion embracing a total of 61,570,000 
cattle. Thus does the work of safe­ 
guarding the milk supply of the 
nation go forward without fanfare, 
noise or heraldry.

Illinois Has New 
Hanking in From 
Land Holies 


Illinois boosted her rank among 
the other 47 states in number of 
farms, value of farm land, and in 
acres in corn, harvested crops and 
plowable pasture, according to fig­ 
ures compiled from the 1940 U. S. 
census by C. L. Stewart, agricultur­ 
al economist of the University of 
Illinois College bf Agriculture. 


In number of farm s operated by 
tenants and in percentage of farms 
so operated, Illinois was tenth and 
fifteenth in rank, respectively. In 
total 
number of farms, Illinois 
with 213,439 and Iowa with 213,319 
rank eleventh and twelfth, respect­ 
ively, Illinois losing 1,4)58 farms in 
IO .years compared with 1,610 lost 
by Iowa. Texas ranked first with 
418,000. 
Mississippi, North Caro­ 
lina, Missouri and Kentucky all 
had more than 250,000 farm s, and 
Tennessee, 
Ohio, 
Alabama, 
Ar­ 
kansas and Georgia all had num­ 
bers of farm s slightly larger than 
Illinois and Iowa. 


In total value of farm land, apart 
from improvements, Illinois stood 
second—just 
below* 
Texas 
and 
slightly above Iowa. 
In average 
value of land alone per farm , the 
Prairie State stood third — below 
California and Nevada — due to 
the large size of farm s in these two 
states. 
In average value of land 
alone per acre, Illinois tops them 
all, and Illinois ranks second to 
Iowa in tots! value of farm build­ 
ings. 


Illinois ranks second in number 
of acres in corn, 
compared with 
third in 1930. Iow*a ranks first. 
Illinois is fourth in acres of 
harvested crops, compared with sec­ 
ond in 1930. Iowa is the leader. 
In acres of plowable pasture, Il­ 
linois ranks seventh, 
compared 
with tenth in 1930. 
Texas ranks 
first. 
The 1940 census also showed that 
Illinois ranks third in oats acreage, 
fifth in horses and mules, sixth in 
milk cows, seventh in numbers of 
other cattle, and second in hogs. 
Stewart says the reason Illinois 
forged farther toward the front in 
iarm real estate values between 
1930 and 1940 may be explained in 
the light of the following develop­ 
ments; 
1. Illinois land values fell so 
much between 1920 and 1930 that, 
although the decline continued un­ 
til 1933, recovery .since that date 
has made the 1930-1940 net decline 
less than that in many states. 
2. Advances in prices 
of farm 
products, 
supported 
bv 
several 
years of high average yields and 
various federal programs, have as­ 
sisted in reducing the amount of 
distress land, the risks in farm 
operation and land ownership, and 
otherwise have boosted farm in­ 
comes in relation to farm costs. 
3. Mechanical and other improve­ 
ments in obtaining results, both in 
immediate 
farm 
operations 
and 
between the farm and the outside 
world, have probably benefited Il­ 
linois more than many other states.

Using $5,037,392.50 worth of sur­ 
plus farm products from July, 1940 
until April, 1941, Illinois outranked 
12 other states of this region in 
participation in the food stamp and 
direct distribution programs and 
ranked second in the 
value 
of 
foods furnished in the school lunch 
program. 
Groceries across the counter in 
exchange for blue stamps account­ 
ed for $4,278,593.50 of the total Il­ 
linois figure, with $631,019 worth of 
food going directly to relief clients 
and $127,780 utilized in an adequate 
school lunch program which reach­ 
ed approximately 126,903 school 
children. 
By disseminating cooking and 
nutrition 
information 
to 
home­ 
makers, teachers and school chil­ 
dren, the extension service of the 
University of Illinois College of 
Agriculture has worked with the 
Surplus M arketing Administration 
in furthering the programs. 
Prospects are that not only will 
more schools demand surplus com­ 
modities 
for 
adequate 
school 
lunches next year, but th at many 
counties will operate 
under th*e 
stamp plan to take food surpluses 
off the farm er’s hand and place 
them where they will do the most 
good. 
Success of the programs are re­ 
vealed in the fact that since the. 
start of the stamp plan at Spring- j 
field in 1939, twelve counties and I 
areas have gone on the stamp plan, I 
the most recent of which are Ran- J 
dolph, 
Union, 
Massac, 
Perry,) 
Adams and Fulton. National fig-1 
ures show that the value of foods j 
obtained 
in 
exchange 
for 
blue j 
stamps averaged $2.32 a person in 
February and $2.41 in March. April, 
the largest month foT participation 
in the school lunch program in the 
state, showed approxim ately 145,- 
189 children partaking of better 
noon meals. The cost, on a nation­ 
al basis, averaged 
four cents a 
meal for each child. 


^ One of the problems peculiar to 
Cook county farm ers, which in a 
varying 
degree 
applies 
to 
the 
whole state, is the operation of 
the trespasser’s law. 
Recently a 
case came up in Cook county that 
probably carries all the elements 
of a test of a farm er’s rights to 
protect his property from 
tres­ 
passers. 


This was a case where a car had 
been run into a lane and stalled in 
a ditch and abandoned. This farm ­ 
er, who had on numerous other oc­ 
casions been bothered with tres­ 
passers and assaulted in other in­ 
stances, drove to the lane and went 
to a public place and inquired as to 
whose car it was, and that he would 
like to have it removed. It was just 
at dusk and a number of young 
men, who w'ere from the city, came 
out and helped get the car out of 
the ditch. Doubtless there was not 
a very friendly 
attitude of the 
I armer towards this 
trespassing 
and apparently as these boys were 
leaving they threw* a parting show­ 
er of stones at the farm er w ho shot 
at the ground with his shot gun in 
their direction and some of the 
bullets glazed a tile that was lay­ 
ing in the road, and struck three of 
these boys after they were off his 
premises. The court held the farm ­ 
er over to the grand jury for as­ 
sault with a deadly weapon. 
In the first place there is very 
little respect held by many city 
picnickers and people w*ho drive in­ 
to the country. Frequently we no­ 
tice as cars return to the city they 
have an assortment 
of flowers, 
limbs, and other articles that they 
gather from the roadside and fre­ 
quently from farm ers’ fields, in­ 
cluding foodstuffs. It is not uncom­ 
mon for holiday crowds to cross 
I fields, leave gates open, and per- 
i haps thoughtlessly commit other 
acts that are very inconvenient for 
farmers. Farm ers who live close in 
are compelled to stay home on holi­ 
days to be on watch. Perhaps this 
is worse during the hunting season 
than any other time of year. In 
the livestock areas, especially down 
state, very frequently livestock is 
killed and indiscriminate shooting 
takes place around the premises by 
■ hunters. 
Farm ers usually permit 
, those they know' to hunt on their 
places but there are so many that 
trespass that they do not know'. 
We believe, on the other hand, 
that farm ers would have very little 
rights if they went into cities and 
made a practice of crossing yards, 
parking in driveways and getting 
stalled and abandoning their cars, 
and even going into buildings unin­ 
vited. Police protection is at hand 
in such cases and rightfully en­ 
forced. 
We believe in fair play 
that city people must realize that 
property, whether it be in town or 
in the country, 
has exactly the 
same rights. 
In 
dealing 
with 
trespassers 
farm ers have a number of disad­ 
vantages. They have more area to 
their premises and trespassers are 
usually at a distance from farm 
buildings. This gives 
trespassers 
an opportunity to escape w*hen they 
discover 
they 
have 
been 
seen. I 
While we have an adequate police 
system in the county, it is not al­ 
ways possible for farm ers to get of­ 
ficers on the scene immediately, 
and they certainly cannot be ex­ 
pected to be on the w*atch all the 
time to apprehend prowlers. If fire 
arms are used merely to scare peo­ 
ple away evidence in a law suit will 
always be produced to show* that 
there was intention to cause bodily

harm or even to kill. Sometimes 
accidents will happen to fire anus 
and every farm er Is aware of the 
fact that many trespassers carry 
concealed weapons ann frequently * 
he is out-numbered, and he must 
of necessity take no chances. 


The beter class of citizens who 
come to the 
country respect 
a 
farm er’s property and his prem­ 
ises and no harm comes from nine 
out of ten who come from the city 
into the country. 
In every case, 
there is 
a disadvantage that a 
therefore 
it w*ould appear that 
farm er is at in dealing with those 
who do not respect his property 
rights and the greatest of care 
must be exercised in dealing with 
such situations, 
and the police 
should be used in all instances 
where it is possible. 


We believe on the other hand it 
must be recognized that a farm er 
has a right to protect his property 
from trespassers. 
This is what 
makes this particular case of con­ 
siderable importance in that this 
case is apparently a test of a farm ­ 
er’s right to use extreme means 
when he has been attacked on oth­ 
er occasions and is agitated to the * 
point of performing acts that might 
appear to be a little bit extreme. 
Interested in this case is Prairie 
Farmer, Cook County Truck Grow­ 
er’s Association, Cook County Farm 
Bureau. Mr. Earl Smith, president 
of the Illinois Agricultural Associa­ 
tion states that the state organiza­ 
tion is also interested in giving aid 
as far as it is possible for them in 
following 
this 
particular 
case 
through. The difficulty is th at the 
trespassing aspects 
of the case 
cease or become overshadcwed by 
acts that take place between par- * 
tic!pants in such an occasion. One 
suggestion that w*e might make is 
that farm ers of the county can or­ 
ganize themselves into protective 
leagues and associations and espec­ 
ially during holidays have deputies 
on the watch for cases of trespass­ 
ing so trespassers can be appre­ 
hended and prosecuted, lf more of 
this were done we are of the opin­ 
ion that in time 
towns people 
would be a little bit more careful 
about damages to crops and prop­ 
erty when they are in the country. 
Farm ers of this and other counties 
will follow this 
through with a 
great deal of interest and it is to 
be hoped that the case will be de­ 
cided in such a way that tres­ 
passers will know that they cannot y 
enter other property with impunity 
and 
especially 
become 
abusive 
when an owner orders them off of 
his place.
